May Enter Turkish Capital Sunday 


Court Instructed Jury to Find 


Against Plaintiff in Case of 


Sullivan vs. Buttrick 


LONDON, Nov. 7.—Only five little districts now remain in the possession of Turkey 


out of the vast territory in Europe which she has ruled for centuries. 
Even these five dis- 


tricts, comprising Constantinople, Adrianople, Saloniki, Monastir and Scutari, are seriously 


menaced. 


It is reported that the great stronghold of Saloniki has been evacuated and that the 


Turkish army stationed in the city has been withdrawn, but no confirmation of this has yet 


been received. Which direction the retreating army has taken is not mentioned in the 


report, but if it is true that the Turks have abandoned the city they must sooner or later 


come into contact with one of the armies investing .the fortress whichever way they take. 


Monastir, where Felhi Pashua has a large Turkish army under him, is said to have been 


occupied by the allied Balkan troops but this report too lacks confirmation. 


Between the Bulgarian army and Constantinople stand now only the Tchatalja forts 


which are held by an army that has suffered a series of crushing defeats and that has 


I been rendered, it is believed in military circles, incapable of making any sustained defense 


I against a vigorous assault. Some villages in the vicinity of this last line of defense are re- 


| ported already to be in the hands of the Bulgarians.

PRINCETON, Nov. 7.—Just because 


Woodrow Wilson is the president- 
elect of the United States ..he does 
not, ho asserts, intend to retire from ; 
the fight he has waged for two years i 
for a '.program of progressive legis- • 
lation in New Jersey. Mr. Wilson said j 
today he would stay on the job at 
Trenton until he had carried'out his; 
reform, but with a democratic lesis- ' 
lature behind him this is likely to be a; 
smooth process when the legislature j 
convenes on Jan. 1. 
Though campaigning vigorously for 


the presidency, Gov. Wilson concen- 
trated earnest appeals in New Jer- 
sey. 
Nothing gives him more satis- 


faction than the fact that not only i 
is New Jersey to be represented by. j 
two democrats in the United States 1 
senate but for the first time in his ad- ' 
ministration as.governor both houses j 
of the state legislature will be demo- 
cratic. 
A year ago he stumped the 
state to obtain a democratic legisla- 
ture, but was beaten. The president- 
elect admitted today that the program j 
of reform he had in mind would be 
advanced by the fact that as the fu- 
ture executive of the country, nation- 
wide attention probably would 
be 


created by his policy in the New Jer- 
sey legislature. 
. 
"Whatever we do in New Jersey," 


he said, "will have .the force of the 
whole country behind it." 
The governor has not announced his 


program for the next session of tha 
legislature, but it is likely that within 
a short time, as soon as he takes a 
brief vacation he will call a confer- 
erice -of .state leaders and a legislative 
program will be mapped out 
The 


democratic 
state 
platform 
recom- 


mends a constitutional convention. 


It is known that the governor wants 


to have the corporation laws of the 


1 state revised. 
The reform in this 


connection, he declares he never had 
an opportunity of pulling- through be- 
cause the legislature was not with 
him. 
-

It Is reported also that the gover- 


nor wants to have the executive of the 
state given the power to remove coun- 
ty officials. 
Recently when n case 


citing vice conditions in Newark was 
placed before the governor by the 
Anti-vice league of the state, Governor 
Wilson lamented the fact that. tho 
statutes gave him no power to. com- 
pel the enforcement'of the state laws 
In that connection. He told those who 
made the complaint that it was im- 
possible to correct such local condi- 
tions because he did not hold even 
the potential power of removal. 


When Gov. Wilson resigns, in ac- 


cordance with the state constitution, 
the president of the state senate will 
become governor until the next regular 
election, which is due next fall. Jas. 
H. Fielder, senator from Hudson coun- 
ty and democratic minority leader of 
the upper house, it is said, will be 
elevated to the presidency of the body 
and therefore may be Gov. Wilson's 
successor. 


Tho president-elect expects to spend 


a brief vacation on the Bermuda Isl- 
ands, leaving here on the morning of 
Nov. 16. 
He will sail on a private 
yacht furnished by a personal frienOT 
With Mrs. Wilson and his host and 
some correspondents, the president- 
elect will make the trip to the Ber- 
mudas, where, before this, he has re- 
cuperated from hard work as president 
of Princeton.

ments by the commonwealth for the

serve without pay, but may expend 
such reasonable sums for travel and 
other expenses, not exceeding- in the 
aggregate SI000, as may be author- 
ized by the governor and council.
